HERRERA AND COUNANI. 


Sarrion de Herrera, Charged With Con- 
spiring Against Brazilian Govern- 
ment, Denies Plot Exists. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESE—P.M.) 

MADRID, May 7.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) Sarrion de Herrera, former 
king-at-arms of the Spanish court, who 
is charged with conspiring against the 
government of Brazil, was interro- 
gated by a magistrate today. De Her- 
rera maintained that Counani has been 
recognized as an independent State 
Since 1872, and that the recruiting of 
men in Europe for the service of that 
State is perfectly legal. He denied the 
existence of a plot against Brazil, and 
asserted that the diplomatic relations 
between Brazil and Counani are most 
cordial. 

He had been residing in Madrid for 
two years in the capacity of Minister 
fer Counani to Spain, Morocco and 
the Holy See. De Herrera said that 
a revolutionary colonel named Casero 
had recently visited London ‘in order 
to arrive at n understanding with 
the General Committee of the Free 
State of Counani and to purchase war 
stores. 


{The territory of Counanl was the 
subject of dispute between France and 
Brazil from 1813 to 1897, when it was 
decided to submit the question involved 
to the arbitration of the Swiss govern- 
ment, which, December 1, 190, ren- 
dered a decision awarding Brazil 147,- 
e square miles of the contested ter- 
ritery and France about 3000 square 
miles of the Tumuck-Humao Range. 
In 1895, a conflict occurred in this 
“buffer State“ of Counani between 
French and Brazilian troops, precipi- 
tated by the discovery of gold in the 
Carserenne district. Subsequently, a 
proposal was made to arbitrate which 
led to the difficulty above noted.

PRESCOTT (Ariz.) May 5.—Through- 
out Northern Arizona this winter lakes 
are to be found in almost every valley. 
The largest of all has been formed by 
a dam constructed near Flagstaff by 
the Arizona Lumber and Timoer Com- 
pany, and named Lake Mary. 

T. A. Reardon of the lumber company 
has just placed upon the lake the first 
sailing boat ever launched in Arizona. 
It is twenty feet long and named the 
Ina. Mr. Reardon has also pur- 
chased a gasoline launch, which will 
be in commission on the lake within a 


O'NEILL MONUMENT. 

Robert E. Morrison has been elect- 
ed chairman of the Capt. O'Neill Rough 
Rider Monument Commission, and 
Judge R. E. Sloan, secretary. Mayor 
Morris Goldwater will act as treas- 
vrer. Plans for the monument are 
necessarily vague, as the commission 
has little idea of the amount it will 
have to expend. A demand will be 
made at once on the Territorial treas- 
urer for the Territorial appropriation 
of $10,000. Another appropriation will 
be sought from the Supervisors of the 
county, and still another from the City 
Council of Prescott. Subscriptions will 
be solicited as well from the Terri- 
tory of Arizona at large and from 
O'Nelll’'s comrades in the Rough Riders. 
It is hoped to have as much as $30,- 
000 in funds for the work. A sugges- 
tion that will probably be favorably 
acted on is that each county in the Ter- 
ritery furnish a stone for the base of 
the monument. The monument wil! be 
placed upon the city plaga, at the spot 
where the two troops of Rough Riders 
gathered within Arizona stood when 
given formal Gods by Gov. Me- 
Cord, just before they marched away 
to be entrained. 

FORT WHIPPLE IMPROVEMENTS. 

Twenty-four new bulldings have been 
ordered constructed at Fort Whipple 
within the next elghteen months, at a 
total cost of about $200,000. Over §100,- 
000 has been expended already in the 
construction of barracks and stabdies. 
Another barracks building will be 
among the new strictures and will cost 
$75,000. When it is completed the post 
will be given four companies for gar- 
rison. At present it has one company 
of the Twenty-ninth Infantry, under 
Capt. Kinnison, and one troop of the 
Fifth Cavalry, under Capt. Holbrook, 
the post being commanded by Maj. 
Fred W. Foster of the Fifth Cavalry.

He had been ar- 
rested for murderous assault upon his 
brother. Later he was declared insane 
and was to have been taken as a gov- 
ernment charge to an insane asylum in 
South Dakota.

A non-union engineer at the hoist- 
ing works of the Boggs mine, in Big 
Bug district, was visited Thursday 
night by three masked men, who, with 
leveled revolvers, forced him to leave 
his work in the shafthouse, then warn- 
ing him to depart from the district at 
once.

governmental organization of the coun- 
try. Having grown up and strength- 
ened itself upon the condition of serf- 
dom, the Russian bureaucracy has de- 
veloped to the maximum all the nega- 
tive qualities which naturally inhere 
in bureaucracy and has become an all- 
powerful autocratic machine, every- 
where opposed to the true interests of 
the people. Nevertheless, the develop- 
ment of the life of the people, the 
classes, with sharply-defined and mu- 
tually antagonistic interests, has gone 
one. The rapid development of the mill 
and manufacturing industry, zeal- 
ously protected and encouraged by the 
government, has created an industrial 
bourgeoisie and proletariat. The cap!- 
talization of agriculture also created a 
Mrong land-owning class. The govern- 
ment's protection of the manufacturing 
industry was considered harmful! to ag- 
riculture, and sowed antagonism be- 
tween the agricultural and industria! 
hourgeocisic. Nevertheless, all classes, 
ir spite of the mutual conflict of eco- 
nomic interests, at the present moment 
have joined in a common endeavor to 
attain a great common purpose.

* FIGHT FOR FREEDOM. 

“The fight for popular freedom from 
the yoke of absolutiam has a deep root

its first pioneers, the Decembrists, were 
born of the national upheaval of the 
war of 1812. The political move- 
ment which during the past few months 
aroused the whole Russian society, 
really became sharply defined two or 
three years ago. student move- 
ment, which, in the course of the 90's, 
Was the only open expression of pub- 
Ne protest against the existing régime, 
and therefore the center of public at- 
tention, was irrevocably carried over 
political “territory February 22.

“With the assassination of Sipiaguine, 
April 15, 1902 ‘the assassination of 
Bogolsepofl in 1901 being the act of 
an individual and not a manifestation 
of party.) opens the sanguinary period 
of revolutionary terror. At short inter- 
vals of time the most prominent and 
hated leaders of reaction fell by bul- 
lets or bombs. In the spring of 1902,

E. Earth governments. Terror and 
agrarian disorders among the peasants 
bear witness to the life of activity of 
the other revolutionary party, the so- 
cial-revolutionaries. 

ZEMSTVO AND PROPLE. 

In 1901, from February 23 to March 
5. a meeting took place in Moscow of 
the provincial workers engaged in aid- 
ing the population in agricultural mat- 
ters. At this meeting was raised; for 
the first time the question of smaller 
provincial units, as a radical means 
of drawing closer together the zemstvo 
and the people. This meeting, in which 
participated, besides the chosen lead- 
era of the zemstvo element, the repre- 
fentatives of the so-called ‘third ele- 
ment,” I. e., those intelligent zemst vo 
workers, upon whom, in reality. falls 
all the work of initiating measures of 
the é@conomic activity of the provincial 
Sovernment. was the first step toward 
the closer union of all the zemstvos. In 
1902, the semstvos tock further steps 
in this direction in the kustar meet- 
jing in St. Petersburg and at the fire- 


men's meeting in Moscow. 
spring of 1902, in an illegal meeting in 
Moscow, organised on the initiative and 
under the direct leadership of the pres- 
ident of the Moscow Government - 
at vo D. N. Shipoff, occurred the 
formal un of the provincials, the 
working out of a uniform, systemati- 
cally-planned programme of action, in 
view of the work to be done in the ag- 
ricultural committees, authorized by 
the government.

“The movement for freedom grew ir- 
resistibly in extent and broke through 
the surface. But the government was 
not asleep. Led by Plehve it indefat- 
igably carried on an energetic, and, 
one might say, ‘heroic’ fight with the 
internal enemies.’ Prisons, deporte- 
ex, flogging, bullets and 
gallows—all were brought into play 
against the revolutionary movement. 
of workmen, ~ edu- 

cated revolutionaries, filled the pris- 
ons or were deported. Administrative 
order and bureaucratic ‘tribunals’ could 
hardly keep pace. Over the corpses of 
its own faithful servants the govern- 
ment marched inflexibly to the gloom- 
lest reaction. The radical provincials, 
leaders of the Liberal movement, like 
the revolutionaries, were subjected to 
punishment. The government deprived 
them of a ghare in public work, and 
even deported some. In January, 1904, 
the Tver semstvo was disbanded; in 
the autumn of 1903 the Moscow zemstvo 
underwent a revision, and in the ‘sum- 
mer of 1904 the Vyatka and Kursk 


zemstvos. The object of the revisions’ 


was the search for anti-governmenta! 
activity on the part of the semstvos. 
But all was in vain; in spite of all the

FAR EASTERN WAR. 


“In the fall of 1903 the clouds of 
war lowered over the Far East. The 
possibility of war with Japan ap- 
proached. By means of wise conces- 
sions, Russia could have avoided it. 
But, over the volcano of widespread 
public. discontent, the government al- 
lowed itself to be seduced by extrava- 
gant plans of an ultra-aggressive for- 
eign policy, cherishing the hope in this 
Way of guarding and even strengthen- 
ing its prestige in the international 
concert and its credit on the European 
bourses. In addition, there is reason to 
suppose that Plehve, who exercised a 
tremendous influence on the entire 
governmental policy, was for war. He 
had, perhaps, his definite object, name- 
ly, by means of war to crush the in- 
ternal Liberal and revolutionary trou- 
bles. He probably thought to drown 
and extinguish in the streams of the 
people's blood and in the flame of Chau- 
Vinisem the wunrestrainabie thirst for 
freedom among the people. The war 
was decided upon, but the stupendous 
task of war finally disclosed all the in- 
ternal helplessness of the bureaucracy, 
which had laid claim to ommipotence. 
War demanded popular support, and 
this the soulless, dead «departmental 
mechanism, could not give. The result 


was terrible, defeat after defeat on land 


and the complete destruction of the 
fleet on the sea; industrial paralysis at 


home; three external loans; the fall of 


the prestige in Europe, and the sti!! 
stronger growth of the movement for 
freedom in the interior. 

“The war increased the interest 
among the people in questions of gov- 
ernment, and awoke among all classes 
a desire for citizenship. The continu- 
cus military reverses prepared the way 
for a thorough criticiem of the existing 
order. The discontent spread, and weni 
deeper. And then the explosion of the 
bomb, July 15, 1904, which destroyed 
a strong, energetic leader of the reac- 
tion, Plehve, broke the thickening 
clouds of public discontent. The iron 
determination of the government hes 
tated. The word ‘confidence, pro- 
nounced by the new Minister, was a 
spark which kindled a magnificen-, 
widespread fire of open political ag! 
tation. The public clearly saw, heard, 
understood that the government had 
weakened in the intense struggle on 
two fronts, with the internal and ex- 
ternal enemy, that it realised it needed 
public support and desired to make a 
truce with the people, and had there- 
fore turned to them with an appea! 
for confidence. The public also un- 
derstood perfectly how insincere and 
false was the governments move. 
Therefore it at once Voted its lack of 
confidence. The district provincial coun- 
cells, municipalities and other public or- 
ganizations sent greetings to the Min- 
ister, coupled with expressions in the 
direction of demands for liberal re- 
forms. Others raised the question point 
blank of radical reformation of the 
State. The press, taking advantage of 
a new-found liberty, categorically set 
up the cry for political freedom an! 
constitutional organization. 

“With the assent of the government 
there took place in St. Petersburg. in 
November, 1904, a meeting of zemstvo 
representatives, in the celebrated 
eleven points of whose memorandum 
are formulated the demands for polit- 
ical freedom and a constitution. At this 
meeting. the provincial workers for the 
first time openly appeared as a united 
party with a definite political pro- 
gramme. Then the ‘constitutional dem- 


ocratic press entered upon the acene 
ithe former Pravo, the new Nasha 
Zhien, Syn Otechestva and Nashi 


Dni,) sharply criticizing the existing 
organization and making an extensive 
agitation for its reformation on a ba- 
sis of freedom. The remainder of the 
Liberal press also became much more 
radical. Everywhere public gatherings 
took place—political banquets and 
meetings—at which the same questions 
were brought forward: the same sort 


‘of resolutions, condemning the present 


régimé and demanding political free- 
dom and a constitution were adopted. 
The provincial assemblies, with a few 
exceptions, drew up constitutional and, 
ir comparatively rare cases, Slavophile 
addresses to the highest authority. In 
some cases, conservative addresses were 
adopted by an insignificant majority. 
for instance in the Simbirsk assembly, 
by a majority of #4. And the minor- 
ity usually drew up a special expres- 
sion of opinion.”

OPEN STRUGGLE FOR FREEDOM.

it is and how deep are its roots in the 
life of the country itself must be clear 
from what I have written. The aim 
is the abolition of the autocratic-bu- 
reaucratic governmertital régime, and 
its replacement by a free constitu- 
tional system. The significance of the 
open agitation for freedom is enor- 
mous. It means the people will no 
longer hesitate before an open strug- 
gie for freedom. All classes of the 
population have become possessed by 
the thirst for a new, free life, the 
working class, the intelligent classes 
of all professions and ages, the 
zematvo, the commercial and indus- 
trial classes, and even to a large ex- 
tent the nobility. Only the peasdntry,. 
perhaps, still sleeps, an unawakened 
giant, chained with poverty and ignor- 
ance. But this giant, too, will soon 
be aroused. All its life, full of trou- 
bie and oppression, at every step, and 
atove all ite agrafian needs form a 
too fertile soll for discontent with the 
existing organization of siavery and 
for the thirst for a new, better and 
freer one. But speaking of agrarian 
needs, one, must not close ones eyes 
to the existing and growing social dan- 
ger. The existing organization, founded 
upon popular ignorance, and lawless- 
ness, is fatally more and more deepen- 
ing the immemorial abyss of social 
enntity in the country between the 
poor starving peasentry and the rich 


— class of the privileged no- 
ty. 
“And: only a free constitutional 


régime can relieve the country of the 
menacing danger, bringing to the peo- 
ple political and civic competency and 
broad enlightment. All the more, then, 
and with redoubled vigor, should 
the friends of governmental order 
Struggle for the liberation of the 
nation from autocratic-bureaucratic 
arbitrainess. Even the army, that 
eternal buttress of our absolut- 
fam, even it is receiving on the fleld« 
of Manchuria and in the streets of 
Riga and 
other cities, a political education, and 
is learning to appraise at its true 
value that order in the name. of which 
it i» itself obliged to face the enemy's 
bullets and fire upon its d ers, 
fathers and children. How deep and 
abiding is the movement for freedom, 
may be judged by the determination 
and the self-sacrifice with which thou- 
sands of unarmed proletarians faced 
bullets in the streets of St. Petersburg 
and other cities, by the decisive pro- 
tests against the régime made by 
hitherto peaceful and timid provincials, 
by the unenimity with which the en- 
tire public and press express them- 
selves. The very first fact, the meet- 
ing of the semstvoists in St. Peters- 
burg, also bears witness to this. There 
were representatives at that meeting 
from conservative zemstvos. But this 
did not prevent the meeting from unan- 
imously expressing self in favor of 
a radical reform of the governmental 
organization. 

MORE STRIKING PHENOMENON. 

“Another still more striking phenom- 
enon shows in the strongest man- 
ner the depth and maturity of the 
present political movement. It must 
be admitted that in the Zemetvo, for 
example, the admittedly progressive 
elements from the minority in compari- 
sor with the conservative, inert por- 
tion. But their moral predomination 
is so great and the actual needs of 
Russian life, expressed in their de- 
mands, so indisputable, that the politi- 
cal state of mind of this compact, 
active minority is dominant in pro- 
vincial cireles. Only one end is pos- 
sible to the fight for freedom, which 
has begun—the attainment of freedom. 
Tae return to slavery is impossible. 
The war in the Far East cannot end 
in victory, and that fact renders the 
bureaucracy powerless to turn back the 
wheel of time. 

“The whole life of the country is 
at a standstill. The state is involved 
in unpayable debts. The bureaucracy 
is already unable to mend matters by 
its own strength. It must inevitably 
turn to the popular will and to pub- 
lic activity. If the bureaucracy should 
not have sufficient perspicacity to do 
this, and continue to subborniy en- 
deavor to go back, then a catastrophe 
to the played-out administrative sys- 
tem is inevitable. The public forces, 
brought to the boiling point, are psy- 
chologically no longer abie to remain 
in the tron boiler. They will burst it. 
And this threatens the country with 
violent and terrible disorder unpre- 
cedented in history. The Russian revo- 
lution will be proportionally more ter- 
rible than all other European revolu- 
tions, as the despotism of the Ruasian 
bureaucracy has been darker and the 
ignorance of the populace deeper, than 
anywhere else in Europe. 

“For this reason, the intelligent, bet- 
ter forces of the country ought at 
the present time to direct ail their 
strength toward the creation of a 
powerful publk opinion, under the 
pressure of which the government 
would inevitably fave to yield. Au 
the elements for the creation of such 
a public opinion are present. The ques- 
tion i, will the government recognize 
this in time? The answer to this ques- 
tion will determine the fate of Rus- 
sia.”

Prohibition Speakers Attack 
Liquor Business. 
Mass Meeting in Behalf of 
Closing the Bars, 


Dr. Chapman told his audience yes- 
terday afternoon that he had a vision. . 
The vision was one of California,

when Dr. Chapman made use of the 
word “vision.” Ha! they seemed to 
think, could it be that their vigorous 
enemy had been “seein’ things?’ The 
context soon smashed their hopes. 

It was a crowded audience that at- 
tended the dry meeting at the First 
M. E. Church on that wettest of aft- 
ernoons. The rain outside had not 
dampened the enthusiasm of the ai- 
ready primed listeners, judging from 
the frequent bursts of applause that 
interrupted the speakers. 

Dr. Chapman himself was in great 
form. He covered a great deal of 
ground during his speech, darting from 
one end of the platform to the other. 
He was especially indignant over the 
fraudulent registration which he de- 
clared the saloon men had been guilty 
of. 

Say, he shouted, “de you know that 
they have enrolled over 3000 fraudulent 
names on the lists? Well, you know 
now, don't you? Then SAY SO!" “Say 
So was the title of Dr. Chapman's ad- 
dress. 

“We are partly to blame,” he added. 
“Too many of us have been as dumb 
as oysters. They are bad men, evil 
men who are fighting against us. Did 
they not win the election in Santa 
Monica by shipping in 156 men? What 
grieves me most is to see #0 many 
men on their side who ought to be on 
ours. Men whose intentions are good 
and upright, but whose judgment has 
gone astray. 

“You can never make the water in 
the well sweet by painting the pump. 
And you can't make the liquor traffic 
right and decent coddling the 
liquor dealer. One of ‘the surest signa 
that prohibition does prohibit, in spite 
of what they say. is that liquor deal- 
ers all hate it like poison. 

“Furthermore, while we are at this, 
let us let everybody Know that we are 
in this fight for keeps. And let us re- 
mind those office seekers who are 
dodging about now, trying to find out 
which side is going to win, that we 
shail remember them.” 

A plea to substitute the coffee club 
for the saloon was the gist of the ad- 
dress of Superintendent O. D. Conrey 
of the Los Angeles Coffee Club. “I 
want to present to you a man we don't 
see much of,” he said. He doesn't fig- 
ure much on the front page of the 
newspapers, nor in the illustrations. He 
is the Man of the Crowd, the Working- 
man. We want you to know that there 
are people interested in him. What he 
wants is sociability and friendship. 
What a pity that these are the weap- 
ons that have hitherfo been used by 
the other side, that Be has had to go 
into the saloon to find them. The fact 
that you and I are not in jail for in- 
juring our brother doés not signify 
that we have fulfilled our obligations. 
One of the strongest factors in this nght 
I that we propose to subetitute the 
coffee club for the saloon. And I look 
for the time when all the money that 
ix spent in the saloon will be spent 
the other way, on baths, gymnasiums, 
and good clean rooms. This is what 
we want to do for the working man. 
Will you help us?” 

“This isn't a political fight. On one 
side are saloons, on the other are the 
mothers of Los Angeles. You can have 
your position, but I'm with the mothers 
of Los Angeles,” sald W. Frost. 
Mr. Frost dealt mainiy with the bo- 
gie men that had been set up by the 
saloon keepers, he said. to obscure the 
main iseve of the fight.

1 FEVER AT PANAMA. 
Although several cases of yel- 
low fever have been reported from 
Panama, there is not much danger, so 
far as is apparent, that the disease 
will become epidemic. It is admitted, 
however, that the new cases reported 
are somewhat disquieting, from the 
fact that these cases are in “a Claas 
of employés regarded as intelligent 
and competent to observe all the 
rules of hygiene and follow closely the 
well-established method of protection 
against the fever.” 

Health conditions at the isthmus 
are aggravated, at present. by reason 
of the inadequate supply of water and 
the unsanitary weather. The hope is 
expressed that conditions will steadily 
improve. A pure water supply has 
been obtained in the mountains, and 
the work of piping it to Panama is 
well under way. This pure mountain 
water is expected to reach the city in 
a few weeks. “When the city is 
paved with vitrified brick and sew- 
ered,” says a dispatch, “it will be the 
cleanest city in the tropics.” 

When the American troops entered 
the city of Havana, Cuba, that city 
was one of the plague- spots of the 
earth. The mortality rate was abnor- 
mally high, even for à tropical city. 
The streets and alleys were reeking 
with filth, and clouds of mosquitoes 
hung over the city like a pesti ; 
In point of fact, they proved a verita- 
ble pestilence, for American sanitary 
science was not long in making the 
important discovery that the spread 
of yellow fever was due entirely to a 


certain kind of mosquito, which had ‘ 


been allowed to breed freely in and 
about Havana. 

The work of exterminating these 
mosquitoes and of cleaning the city of 
Havana was a difficult task, but it was 
finally accomplished, with the result

Ae to any one of these when it ap- 
points to one of its consuldtes a man 
who does not speak the language of 
the country to which he Its accredited, 
has no knowledge of its special indus- 
tries and commercial usages, nor has 
even any real grasp of home business, 
home resources, and home require- 
ments. Such appointments in the past 
have notoriously been made. Further- 
more, from mistaken motives of econ- 
omy, foreigners who have never so 
much as visited the United States have 
been quite frequently installed as the 
consular representatives of this coun- 
try. although it is quite obvious, how- 
ever honorable may be their inten- 
tion, that they cannot possess the vig- 
lance, the enthusiasm, the ‘thole- 
hearted patriotism (not to speak of the 
special knowledge) essential for the 
due discharge of the duties of an am- 
hassador of commerce. The whole sys- 
tem of consular appointments must be 
changed, so that such anomalies shai! 
be henceforth rendered impossible. 
This is the age of specialization. Our 
consuls must be caught young and spe- 
elally trained, as is done with the 
members of every other skilled trade 
or learned profession. Their prelim- 
wary courses of study must cover such 


ce. 
They must become acquainted with the 
industrial peeds and resources of their 
own country, as well as with the needs 
and resources of foreign lands. Thus 
equipped, they will then be eligible for 
positions in the consular service right 
at the bottom of the ladder, every rung 
of which must thereafter be climbed, 
as in all other callings, by proved abil- 
ity, industry, energy, and trustworthi- 
ness. The pay must be liberal enough 
both to attract a fair number of our 
most promising youths, and to permit 
of the dignity of the nation abroad be- 
ing upheld. Finally, there must be se. 
curity in office, without political fear or 
favor of any kind. 

Only when some such sweeping reor- 
ganization is accomplished win the na- 
tion be effectively served by its con- 
suls. Within recent years more than 
one bill having precisely these ends 
in view has been introduced into Con- 
gress. But all have been quietty, and 
for obvious political reasons, shelved. 
This farce, this cruel wrong to the 
national industries, must not be re- 
peated. Our business men know what 
they need, their leagues are preparing 
once again to press the issue at Wash- 
ington, and reform can no longer be 
denied.

the special theme of the evening, 
Day spoke of the movement of scholars 
back to Christ as the supreme Teacher. 
He said, in part: 

“The impression Jesus the Teacher 
made upon His foes is here today. The 
temple officials, sent to arrest Him 
came back saying, ‘Never man spake 
like this man.’ In our own time a cele- 
brated French scholar spent years of 
study trying to prove that Jesus was 
not the siniess Christ He claimed to be. 
but ended saying, Was ever one seen 
who made himself heard with such 
royal authority? The library of the 
thinking clergymen, as Principal Fair- 
bairn has said, shows the new esti- 
mate of Jesus as supreme teacher. No 
longer are shelves crowded with sys- 
tematic theologies with fiery polemics 
against the other fellow, in their place 
we“ find Wendt's ‘Teaching of Jesus,’ 
many lives of Christ and many vol- 
umes of discussion about the texts, 
with histories of New Testament times 
Everything to help understand Jesus 
of Nazareth and what He said, has a 
place in the minister's study, because 
man's highest good comes from the 
knowledge of what Jesus ta t. 

“The subject for tonight ‘Jesus’ 
Idea of God. His words deal with the 
most practical concerns of every day 
life. He proclaimed a new society or 
kingdom and an ideal character which 
fitted for citizenship in that kingdom, 
why begin this course with so the- 
Ologica] and abstract a subject as the 
idea of God? No man can fully un- 
derstand the practical teaching of Je- 
sus till he finds the idea which is the 
key to all His teaching. 

“Bishop Moorhouse has suggested 
that no great teacher can be under- 
stood till you find his master thought. 
Buddha faced this question, ‘How shall 
I, in a wosld of suffering, be delivered 
from suffering? Mahomet's conquest 
over Arabian polytheism is comprehen- 
sible only when we learn his master 
thought—'God is absolute unity.“ We 
understand Kant in the terms of Deity 
as pure reason, and Schopenhauer de- 
cause he saw God as absolute will. Men 
learn the ‘way of the Nazarene’ only 
in light of Jesus" master thoucht—Goed 
as universal Father. From the stand- 
point of His time Jesus’ idea of God 
was both orthodox and heterodox. He 
revered the old and revealed the new. 
In the Old Testament he found all the 
elements of His vision of God as 
Father, and was no setter forth of a 
strange God. He came not to destroy 
but to fulfll. He was loyal to the 
ancient scriptures from which He had 
learned of He presented a new 
idea of God because he gave a new ar- 
rangement to thoughts of Ged which 
the ancienis had written. Fatherhood 
He found as a mountain climber might 
find beadtiful flowers far up the moun- 
tain side, but these were not the plants 
growing on the lofty peaks of the Old 
Testament prophecy and made of them 
the new grain for the life of the na- 
tions. Father became the predominant 
idea of Deity.” 

In closing. Mr. Day presented the 
parable of the Prodigal Son as con- 
taining the deepest vision of God man 
has yet seen. Next week economic 
relations in the kingdom—the new so- 
cial order will be studied. 


Our Death is Our Resurrection. | 
Rev. A. C. Smither preached at the 
First Christian Church last night upon 
“Our Death is Our Resurrection.’

HOLLYWOOD, May 7.—The census 
marshal’s report shows the school 
population in the Hollywood district 
hat increased about thirty per cent. 
ove: that of last year. Colegrove or 
the Pass district shows an increase 
of forty per cent. This increase makes 
it necessary in each district for the 
trustees to provide for additional 
teachers and more money.
